General Master 
Sovereign ol 


Knights oi Labor has issued an add] 
to the KllightB o! ihe country wl 
carries with it more significance thai 
might at first be supposed. He asks the 
Knights to protest as a body against the 
nroposcd iasue of government bonds, 
ind" quotes as follows from the platform 
of the order: 


"That interest-bearing bonds, b:lls of 


credit or notes ahall never be issued by 
the government; but when the need 
arises the emergency « mil be met by 
the issue oi legal Milder non-interest- 
beariug money." 


He asks that every local assembly o! 


the country discuss this plank at the 
first regular mcctinc in January. He 
Bays ho calls for this new agitation bo- 
cause he has letters from the south and 
west saying that tbe issue ol bonds, as 
asked by Carlisle, would bo considered 
a sufficient provocation to justily a cull 


• to arms. He deprecates such a course, 
and suggests that on the first attempt oi 
congress to graut the authority asked, 
the members of the order from Maine to 
California should hold indignation meet 
ings anil sent protests to their member 
in congress.

Tliis address means that there in bo 


yond question to bo an organized revolt of 
the labor and producing elements ol the 
country, which act in concert, against 
the consummation of the scheme which 
had its beginning in the demonetization 
ol silver and proposes to end in the issue 
of bonds. It will be well ior the coun- 
try if the Knight* oi Labor succeed in 
confining the action of the million ol 
people whose interests they represent to 
mere expressions oi indignation, in the 
event that the administration persists 
in its apparent determination to perma- 
nently destroy one-half the legitimate 
money of the country and supply the 
deficiency with the interest bearing 
credit oi the government. If that pro- 
gram is carried out it will he in the face 
of the most violent opposition on the 
part of a patient and peace-loving peo- 
ple that has ever been witnessed in this 
country.

In the afternoon there waa a lengthy

in marketing fruit, on the general lines 
laid down by the ofllcers and directors 
of tho California Fruit Exchange. 


"That this convention approves and, 


on behalf of tho fruit growers of Cali- 
fornia, accepts the work done under the 
resolution adopted by the state horti- 
cultural society at its October meeting 
in San Jose, recognizing hereby the 
California Fruit Exchange as now or- 
ganized as an authorized representative 
of the fruit growers of California.
